Chicago Street Is Named 
for Drytown Man. 
Chicago, April 16.—The epotiym of 
tbe far-famed Clark street is in town. 
He ir William O. Clark of DrytowD. 
Amador county, California; ia the 
oldest prohibitionist on eartb, being 
92 years old; has not bad a drink of 
intoxicating liquor In seventy-five 
years,and after a trip up and down 
bis former favorite thoroughfare, re­ 
marked that “ now it seems to be 
pretty well irrigated.” 
M r Clark is visiting his only son, 
H. O. Clark, lie says tills is the first 
time be has Been Chicago since thev 
used to call it Bkiirikvllle. 
His 
father, he declares, ‘owned the terri­ 
tory on both sides of what is now 
down-towu Clark street, but sold it 
long before the big jum p In laod 
values came. 
At prohibition head­ 
quarters be said: 
“ I signed the pledge seventv-Bve 
years ago and 1 haven't let a drop 
pass my lips from that tim e to this. 
1 h a d n ’t teen a drinker before that, 
mind you. 1 just signed up because 
that was the way my folks had been 
doing for six or eight generations. 
Its my expeneuoo that in order to 
get a real good prohibitionist you’ve 
got to stnrt 200 years bank. 
Get tbe 
right kiud of ancestors and posterity 
will take care of itself.” 
Mr Clark attended the meeting of 
the grand lodge of the Independent 
Order of Good Templars 
in 1869, 
which resulted iu tho formntion of 
the National Prohibition party. He 
was chairman ot the world’s temper­ 
ance congress that met iu Indepen­ 
dence ball, Philadelphia, io 1876. 
While he was not battling with the 
“ demon rum ” Mr Clark waa lighting 
Indians. 
lie served in Captain Sis­ 
son's company, Illinois volunteers in 
the Black Hawk war. aud today is the 
ouly survivor of that organization, 
which 
contained over 
100 men. 
Twenty-four years alter the close ot 
that war be applied for a pension. 
It was granted in May, 1906.

Likewise to engage an expert account­ 
ant to examine and report upon tbe 
aifairs of tho bank. 
This latter 
action was takou not because ot any 
inkling whutever that auything was 
amiss, but more as a formal affair, 
and it demonstrates the bigii standing 
of the institution. 
The expert will 
enter upon his duties iu a few days.

Original Amador—At this property 
at Amador City they have commenced 
grading for the erection fur a twenty 
stamp mill. 
After cleaning Out the 
old shaft, to the bottom, the, parties 
interested fouud an ore body of 
sufficient size aud quality to justify 
a mill, aud so will proceed at ouce 
with the coustructiou of the same. 
We remember at the tim e, work was 
stopped some 36 years ago. the trou­ 
ble W8H said to be uot so much lack 
of ore, as the exceeding hardness of 
the rook. But the facilities of eco­ 
nomical extraction of ore have great­ 
ly improved, and also iu other matters 
connected 
with active mining, so 
that there is no reason“why the mine, 
eveu what if was claimed at ttiat 
time was all true, Bbould not prove 
profftable under present conditions. 
Alma. —instructions Lave been re­ 
ceived from officers of the Alma com­ 
pany to have certain needed repairs 
made around the collar of the shaft. 
The timbers have become docayed, 
and the work contemplated consists 
in replacing the insecure timbers, [so 
as to make everytbiug safe. 
It was 
hoped at first that the move was pre­ 
liminary to tbe commencement of 
the reopening of the property, but as 
far as we cau ascertain nothing of the 
kind is contemplated at present.

Editorial Column, 


T H E ECONOM Y P L E A , 


The Dispatch of last week endeavored to create the im 
pression that the real cause of the change in the manage 
ment of the county hospital was based on economy, anc 
attempts to trot out an array of figures in support of this 
view, by comparing the cost for provisions under the last 
democratic administration of that institution in 1899 and 
1900, when R. F. Allen was superintendent with the cost 
under the administration of Lemoin from September, 1907,10 
September, 1908. 
The contention of economy is merely a 
subterfuge. 
It is not put forward in good faith, and we ven­ 
ture to say was never dreamed of by those who were instru­ 
mental in bringing about the change. 
It is another sample 
of misrepresentation and trickiness which have played so 
conspicuous a part in county management of late years. 
T o convey the impression that Fred Lemoin, as superinten­ 
dent of the county hospital, was not careful of the financial 
interests of the county during his term of office, will be 
branded as absolutely false by everyone who is at all con­ 
versant with the facts. 
No man who has ever had charge 
of that institution was more alive to guarding the interests 
of the taxpayers, and at the same time protecting the wel­ 
fare of the inmates, than he. 
The Ledger is not so blinded by partisanship that it can­ 
not be just. 
We are willing to concede that under Mr 
Allen the affairs of the county hospital were fairly and 
economically administered. 
We have no fault to find with 
his record. 
But we do emphatically protest against any 
comparison of the bare cost of provisions and supplies be­ 
tween hospital matters under Allen in 1900, and Lemoin in 
1908, as affording any basis for a ju st conclusion as regards 
efficiency or economy either for or against either superinten­ 
dent. 
If this were the true criterion of judgment, it would 
follow that the old method of ancient days of letting the 
hospital management and maintenance to the lowest bidder 
was preferable. 
O ur indigent sick and poor cost about 
one quarter as much in those days as they do now; but that 
affords no argument why we should return to a system long 
since discarded as disgraceful and inhuman. 
To show the fallacy of any comparison of the bills for 
provisions between 1900 and 1908, it is only necessary to 
consider the market price of articles during the two periods. 
It is well known that in 1900 everything was at bedrock 
rates; that the cost of living has increased from 30 to 40 per 
cent since that year. 
To show the difference we herewith 
give the cost of a few' staple articles taken from the contracts 
awarded the successful bidders for hospital supplies for the 
two years named:

This comparison will suffice to account for much of the 
difference of the cost of running the hospital. 
We have 
looked up the figures showing the warrants cancelled against 
the hospital fund and find the total for 1900 was $6637.48, 
while for 1908 the total sum was $ 10 ,16 1.2 0 ; showing that 
the expense was $3523.74 less in the first named than in the 
last named year. 
T h is total includes everything, however. 
But enhanced price of staple articles is by no means the 
only explanation.- 
Another important factor is the system 
adopted of late years by the supervisors of pensioning in­ 
digents outside of the hospital, 
This system was started in 
1901, and has grown —as it was predicted at the time it was 
inaugurated—to formidable proportions at the present time. 
On this score the comparison of the two years shows up 
follows:

Here we have a net gain for Lemoin of $379.89. 
Never in 
the history of the institution has anything like as much 
revenue been received from paid patieuts as during the last 
administration. Patients have come from adjoining counties, 
which is a noteworthy complimeut to this couuty. 
Furthermore, it must be remembered that in the past year 
substantial improvements have been made at the hospital. 
A n operating room has been fitted up and equipped at an ex­ 


pense of over $200. 
The building has been repainted, and 
improved in other ways, calling for considerable outlay for 
material, although the work was done by the inmates and 
the superintendent. 
There was 110 expenditure correspond­ 
ing to this in 1900. 
We have said enough to convince any fair-minded man 
that it was a blunder to think of comparing the record of the 
two periods, with the idea that the Lemoin administration 
when fairly presented would show up to a disadvantage. 
It 
stands in every respebt as the brightest eia in hospital 
management in Amador county. 
Iti conclusion we may cite 
the fact that for December 1900, the last month of the 
democratic regime, the bill for clothing reached the low ebb 
of $16.27: while in January, the first month in the Barrett 
term the cost for clothing, bedding, rose to $78.61; clearly 
showing that the institution hsd been permitted to run down 
in this regard.

Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
548 square mites. 
I t ties on the wes­ 
te rn slope of Sierra Novad» nountains, 
and emnracea within its 
erritory all 
th e diversity of valley 
loothlll, and 
h ig h mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The clim ate of tho popu 
lous portions of the county is as ¡fontal 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. 
As clim ate Is one of the 
m ost valuable assets of this favored 
state In attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no doubt will in 
time, when Its climatic advantages are 
m ore thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a h ea lth resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
b u t for the residents of o th er parts of 
California. The tem perature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rise9 to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls In the settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
. ground for more than a fow hours. 
Of 
courso, in the high m ountain regions 
of eastern Amador th e snowfall Is very 
heavy—which Is ch aracteristic'o f the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. The sum­ 
m er season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; perm itting of sound, re 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs are rare, cy- 
- clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—T he county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her q u artz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in Am erica are lo­ 
cated here. 
T he Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding a t tho rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually 
N early all of this wealth is produced by 
e ig h t or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “ m other lode,” stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east 
erly direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory’, even along tho 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. 
T he county offers to­ 
day ono of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in th e world for the 
investment of capitul in th e fascinating 
business of gold m ining, not alone along 
th e m other lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
th e main lode. 
Besides gold, we have copper, de 
posits of pottery, coal, imarbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, an d soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities. —The agri 
-cultural possibilities equal, if not exeel, 
th e mineral riches. 
T h e valley lands 
will produce an y th in g th a t can be 
grown iu the most favored sections 
In tho foothill lands all kinds of decid 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along th o numerous water 
courses. Further up in the mountains, 
a t an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A ready market for 
many times tho q u antity now raised of 
these commodities can be found lin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winem aking are 
becoming im portant industries, both 
tho grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than th e product of the 
lowland. 
Landis cheap com pared with other 
California lands. Im proved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
cu rren t in some places. 
Unimproved 
lands cun be had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
T h e re is room for 
a large addition to our agnculurul pop­ 
ulation. 
Vast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges m ight be made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populasion of less than 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of th re e miles above 
and below the minerul belt. 
Jackson, the county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and is an incorporated 
city ot the sixth class. 
O ther towns 
are S utter Creek, A m ador City, Dry- 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pino Grove 
aud Oletu. lone City is the metropolis 
of the valley section, u thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
Theeom m unity iu law abiding. Edu­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
schoolhouse is 
within easy reach of 
nearly eyery family. T h ere is ono high 
school, loeatud at lone 
Tlie assessment roll for 1907 is$5.~ 
800,793, aud the tax rate for both stute 
and county purposes $2 on the $100. 
Tho Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroad runuing to louo. 
From this 
point the lone aud E astern railroad ex­ 
tends 14 miles further to the mining 
section.

Taachea the Children of Rome to Read 
and Write With PlaytlttHge. 
. Ono of the most Interesting among 
Hie tnnny intellectual Ilnllnn women of 
the present, day Is Marin Montessorl, 
who holds an nppointmcnt ns lecturer 
In the University of Itome. 
Her rare 
gifts of personality nnd eloquence mnke 
her ii fascinating speaker nnd lecturer. 
But. «lie Is no less widely known for 
her philanthropic work am ong the poor 
of Itome, especially for h er original 
method of ‘teaching children to read 
nnd w rite by Ingenious playthings, in­ 
stead of by the usual laborious meth­ 
ods. 
This system she has Introduced 
in th e Casn del Bambini (the children’s 
house), 
the quarters 
especially 
set 
npnrt for children In the model dwell­ 
ings of the poor. 
Mere th e children 
hnve their homo. They play and learn 
almost unconsciously at the same time

the various rudiments of knowledge. 
Wonderful is the way iu w hich the art 
of w riting comes to them under Si­ 
gnora MontessoiTs system, almost as 
the a r t of walking comes. 
Milan, the 
“intellectual capital” of Italy, has just 
stnrted a children’s house 'on the saíne 
lines in the fine new w orkm en’s dwell­ 
ings built under the auspices of the 
Um anitnria. 
The ideas 
of Signora 
Moutessori have been carried out here 
under her own genial supervision, and 
the Casa dei Bambini promises to be a 
happy' place for the little ones. 


A Need of Business Women. 
“My earnings amount to $30 a week, 
and I have-named my tra d e visiting 
housekeeper to business women,” said 
a young New York widow w ho has the 
support ahd education of four small 
children to look out for. 
“It was a 
question of putting my children in an 
institution or finding som e w ay by 
w hich I coukl earn a living a t home. 
“T here are several business women 
who live in the same uptow n fiathouse 
w ith me. None of them feels th at she 
is able to keep a regular servant, aud 
the cleaning woman who cam e to them 
weekly never did what they wanted 
“They were always envying my neat 
rooms. 
One day the thought struck 
me, and I offered to do th eir weekly 
cleaning and mending. 
My’ charges 
were $2 a week for cleaning and 50 
cents for mending. 
To the cleaning 
w om an who always accompanies me 
I pay .$1 a day, besides giving her 
three meals. 
“This woman comes in a t 8 a. m. 
and after eating her breakfast helps 
me to get the children off to school. 
Then we set my own little flat to 
rights. 
After this Is properly accom­ 
plished we begin the real w ork of the 
day, making the flats of m y patrons 
shine like new. 
“W hile my woman scrubs, cleans, 
airs and makes the beds I mend and 
prepare the clothes, house linen and 
personal apparel for the laundry. 
I 
see th a t the curtains are kept fresh 
and clean, that the china nnd glass 
are washed nnd polished. 
I clean the 
silver and knives and do th e thousand 
and one little things necessary to make 
a llut look homelike. 
“On Monday we do the four flats 
which are in the same house with me. 
On other days we can only do two a 
day, because they are som e distance 
aw ay. 
Of course, If I d id n ’t lmve to 
be back at home In the m iddle of the 
day to give my children their lunch 
and make sure that all 
w as going 
well w ith them I might tak e several 
more Huts. 
It Is my children who are 
behind all this work, an d my first 
thought must always bo for them."

Cleaning the Sewing M a c h in e . 
Women who do not thoroughly un­ 
derstand the sewing machine often 
blame 
th e 
manufacturer w hen 
the 
fault of stiff running can be traced to 
not keeping the machine clean. 
Most persons think that liberal doses 
of oil are all that is necessary. 
Too 
much 
oiling 
is 
injurious, 
an d 
oil 
where there has not been careful dust­ 
ing Is worse than none at all. 
It is not enough to give a surface- 
dusting. 
The cracks and 
crevices 
must be kept clean. 
This cannot be 
done w ith a cloth. 
Instead use a 
coarse silk thread to draw back and 
forth through cracks to get o u t fine 
dirt th a t 
cannot otherwise 
be 
re­ 
moved. 
The w ork of cleaning a m achine is 
lessened if a small bellows is kept iu 
one of the drawers nnd the fine lint, 
threads an d ravelings are blown out of 
the crevices. 
This should be done 
every d a y th a t the machine is in use. 
Care sho-uld also be taken th a t pins 
and needles do not slip Into th e shut­ 
tle part of the machine, as often they 
clog it an d tlie- cause cannot Vie dis-. 
covered for some time. 
It is a mistake to use a cheap oil, as 
it cakes and makes the parts sticky. 
Never let the machine stand uncov­ 
ered w h en not In use nnd g u ard care­ 
fully from dampness. 
flubbing tlie running strap occasion­ 
ally w ith a little vaseline or oil will 
make th e leather wear longer.
